Harriman Makes Prediction—Wall 


Street Has a Wild Day

York, March 7.—In an inter- 


TIPW, E. U. Harriman. the railroad 
magnate, discussed the transportation 
problem, railroad legislation, the 1 firiff, 
the currency question, the attitude of 
Ihe public toward the railroad corpo- 
rations and the probability of a panic 
in the future. 


Discussing the currency and the 


tariff, Mr. Harriman said: "I think 
that the currency and tariff questions 
should be settled in a more definite 
way before congress and the present 
administration devote so much pre- 
cious time regulating the rail toads. 
The interests of the country demand 
lhat there should be some modlfica 
tiou of the tariff, but since v^e have 
no McKiuley or Dinglcy I feiir that 
1ho prospects for such legislation arc 
not very encouraging. The United 
States will not rlways enjoy the pros- 
perity that has prevailed during the 
last decade. Hard times win certainly 
come again unless congress and the 
peoplfe generally change their tactics 
toward the railroads and corporate in- 
terests."' 


As an argument gainst the ten- 


dency for a wholesale reduction in 
railroad rates. Mr. Hairlman called 
attention to the increased rost of 
everything that enters into the main- 
tenance of railroads. 


Mr. Harriman commended the stand

a gas if heat be added to it. Whether 
the absorpton or compression system 
is used the artificial abstraction 
ol 


heat is the object of both and in prin 
ciple it is exactly the reverse of the 
process upon when the steam engine 
works, for instead of 
transferring 


heat into work, work is transmitted 
into beat. 
Their operation is essen- 


tially the same in principle; condense 
the vapor, deprive it of heat, dimin- 
ishing it= volume, lowers its temper- 
ature by dome; work, and then

pands it; during the last operation 
the beat is supplied by the articles to 
be cooled, which produces the refrig- 
erating effect.
